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Foréster Meyer Tells All 
Who Inquire to Cut 
Down the Shrubbery. 


Almost all the 1000 or more hedges on 
St: Louis lawns have been destroyed by 
the long continued cold of the past 
winter. City Forester Meyer said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday that he 
was receiving frequent requests for ad- 
vice from hedge owners, and that in 
most cases he told them to cut the 
hedges down. 

“Except in the case of hedges planted 
last fall,”” said the City Forester, “the 
plants were frozen down to the soil or 
below. Some few hedges of foreign im- 
portation withstood the cold, but the 
California privet, which is the variety in 
general use here, is a total loss. 

“The hedges grow very rapidly, but 
new ones will not attain any great thick- 
ness this season. St. Louis lawns, with- 
out their hedges, or with new ones 
growing, will not be as beautiful the 
coming summer as they were last year.” 

Hedges Become Common. 

The planting of hedges has become 
common in St. Louis. Those in the 
parks, and the one lining the City Hall 
promenades have helped to cause a de- 
mand for them among home owners, and 
last year hundreds of hedges were set 
eut, the cuttings béing sold by depart- 
ment stores. The cost of a 60-foot hedge, 
with the necessary trenching, may be as 
low as $30. 

The hedges at the Glen Echo Club, 
which have been regarded as the finest 
in St. Louis County, were not ruined, 
the club’s manager said Friday, but they 
have been trimmed close to the ground 
and will not grow this summer more 
than three or four feet high. Last sum- 
mer they were six feet high. They are 
of the California variety, and extend for 
more than three-fourths of a mile 
around the club grounds,

COMMITTEE ORGANIZES 


Otto L. Teichmann Made 
Chairman and Isaac H. 
Sawyer Vice-Chairman. 


Many leading foes of the bridge arbi- 
trary are expected to appear before the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House ‘of Delegates at 4p. m. Friday 
to demand the immediate construction 
of the Bast Side railroad approach of 
the Free Bridge. 

Chairman Taussig, of the committee, 
at the request of Arthur B. Barret, 
chairman of the United Free Bridge 
Committee, granted a public hearing on 
the bill providing for the condemnation 
of land for the East Side wagon ap- 
proach. 

The United Free Bridge Committee 
takes the view that the principal pur- 
pose of the Free Bridge is to correct 
the rate evils against which St. Louis 
has complained for many years. With- 
out the railroad approaches, the Free 
Bridge advocates maintain, it will be 
useless. as a weapon cnmmeiogs the bridge 
arbitrary. 

Railroad Approaches Needed. 

The administration, which has taken 
a decided stand in faver ef the Termi- 
‘ Railroad Associatien, is directing 
all ef its energy toward the construc- 
tion of the wagon approaches, and pro- 
poses to leave the railread approaches 
to be built when moeney is raised by 
bend issue or otherwise. The repre- 
sentatives of the Free Bridge Commit- 
tee will request that the wagon ap- 
proaches be delayed, and fhe railroad 
approaches be constructed with all pos- 
tible dispatch. ~ 

The public hearing will be held in the 
chamber of the House of Delegates in 
the city hall. 

Speaker Rombauer of the House of 
Delegates told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday that if the Council names a com- 
mitee of seven members to represent it 
in the conference with the Shippers’ 
Committee a..d the executive officials of 
the railroads, he will name the follow- 
ing members of the House to represent 
that' body: Delegates Hilkerbaumer, 
chairman; Eilers, Jacebs, Mischel, Chap- 
man, Duitg and Buder. 


Will Name Opponents of Bill. 
These delegates all voted against the 


Terminal,.bili. If the Council commit- 
tee is composed “of three members the 
first three named by Rombauer will con- 
stitute the House committee. 

“I want to give the opponents of the 
bridge arbitrary an opportunity to see 
what they can do,” said Speaker Rom- 
bauer. “I hope they will be able to re- 
port a settlement of the question that 
will be satisfactory to all concerned.”’ 

Speaker Rombauer discussed the re- 
port that Jeptha D. Howe, former Re- 
publican boss, visited the homes of some 
of the delegates and tried to persuade 
them to vote for the Terminal bill. 

“Howe spoke to me about the bill and 
said he was in favof of it, said Rom- 
bauer. 
on its merits, and that if he favored it 
for the same reason I was giad of it. 
Howe did not tell me why he favored 
the bill.” 

Hewe Visited Delegates, 

It was stated at the city hall that 
Howe, in his automobile, was busy the 
Sunday before the Terminal bill was de- 
feated interviewing some of the House 
members. 

Mayor Kreismann said Friday that he 
had not invited any fight with Gov. Had- 
ley on the Terminal question. He said 
he would send a message to the Muni- 
cipal Assembly soon after the opening 
of the next session, in April. 

In the message, the Mayor said, he 

ll call attention to switching charges 
in St. Louis, and probably suggest State 
legislation, as the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission now says it has no 
authority to regulate switching charges 
in St. Leuis. : 

Otto L. Teichmann, secretary ef the 
Teichmann Commission Co., has been 
elected chairman of the Shippers’ Com- 
mittee to deal with the executive of- 
ficers of the railroads to remeve the 
bridge arbitrary. 

Isaac H. Sawyer, director of the Brown 
Shoe Co., was elected vice-chairman. 

Teichmann is a former president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, and is now a 
member Of the St. Leuls Board of Police 
Commaisioners.

gations. These bonds are to be known 
as Texas & Mexico division first mort- 
gage 6 per cent gold bonds, which will 
mature March 1, 1640, 

The company has completed errange- 
ments for retiring ite $7,600,000 &t. Louis 
& San Francisco 6 per cent notes, ma- 
turing Jan. 1, 1911. These bonds are to 
be called for redemption on July 1 
next, in order to enable the company 
to consolidate the Colorado Southern, 
the New Orleans & Pacific, the Beau- 
mont, Sour Lake & Western, and the 
Orange & Northwestern Railroad with 
the Brownsville Railroad, recently pur- 
chased, into the New Orleans, Texas & 
Mexico division. bs 

Speyer & Co. have agreed to release 
all the New Orleans properties from 
the lien of the St. Louls & San Fran- 
cisco general lien 15-20 year 5 per cent 
mortgage. 

Pending the carrying out of the finan- 
cial plans, it is proposed to rearrange 
the capital stock of the St. Louls & 
San Francisco Rallroad. Under the pro- 
posed plan, the first and second 4 per 
cent preferred stock of the company 
will be retired and new 7 per cent pre- 
ferred stock will be issued.

FELS WELL MEANING, 
BUT DELUDED CRANK, 
ARCHBISHOP ASSERTS 


T PAUL, Minn., March iL 
S Archibishop Ireland dictated 
the following statement: 

“Mr. Joseph Fels is a well-mean- 
ing but deluded crank. It is clear- 
est nonsense to say that men who 
under the laws of the land have 
amassed wealth are to be classified 
as robbers. The tariff laws, what- 
ever may be thought of the need 
of revising them now and then, 
are not wrong in themselves and 
cannot be said to authorize plunder 
and robbery. The tariff is intended 
to serve the poor as well as the 
rich; if it allows higher profit to the 
capitalist, it secures a higher wage 

to the laborer. 

‘“‘Wealth is honest and honorable 
when it results from forethought, 
knowledge of opportunities, energy 
and application. Opportunitiés are 
epen to all; if some utilize them 
more than. others, they are entitled 
to the reward. There must be the 
richer. and the poorer, since men 
are unéqual in power, knowledge 
and industry. There must be the 
higher enterprises by which the 
poorer may earn a livelihood. They 
must be pushed forward. 

“Mr. Fels’ diatribes against chan 
ity are the mutterings of unreagon. 
It is not pauperization of fellow 
men to relieve those who are’ in 
actual want, to put them by timely 
help on the road to self-support. 
Indiscriminate, injudicious scatter- 
tering of money is not to be called 
charity... Mr. Fels is an enthusiast 
whose vaporings do harm mid the 
unthinking crowd, but no thought- 
ful man will give to them the 





slightest attention.” 








During the course of his lecture on 
the nonuse of land, at the Strauss Stu- 
dio, 3514 Franklin avenue, Joseph Fels, 
millionaire soap manufacturer and phi- 
lanthropist, declared that in going from 
the Jefferson Hotel to the place where 
the lecture was given he had passed 
enough vacant lots to furnish support 
for 20,000 people. 


“Two-thirds of the property in 8t. 
[ouls is vacant,” he said. “The pover- 
ty of the masses of England is due to 
a monopoly and nonuse of the land, 
and a worse condition will exist in this 
country if land is allowed te remain 
idle by reason of a desire to spcculate 
in it.” 

Mr. Fels is a believer in the Henry 
George theory of single land tax, and 
ts the originator of the $250,000 Fels 
Fund of America, designed to further 
these theories and make the people 
land-hungry. In his lecture Thursday 
night on this land question Mr. Feliz 
was introduced .by William Marion 
Reedy, who referred to the philan- 
thropist as a man honestly endeavoring 
to establish. justice and obliterate pov- 
erty. 

Made Own Money By Taxes, 

Mr. Fels departed Friday for Colum- 
bia, Mo., where he will address the 
students of the University of Missouri. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter, he said 
that half of the owners of property in 
St. Louis are forcing the other half to 
make them wealthy through no labor of 
their own. 

He said. that his own money and the 
money of other millionaires has been 
made partly through the unjust system 
of taxation -in this country. As a sort 
of restitution, he has spent the last 
few years in lecturing and writing on 
the taxation of land values in Pngland, 
where he has a home, and in thig coun- 
try. 

He came to St. Louis Thursday on a 
swing around the circle of all the big 
cities and many of the smalier ones in 
the country. He is a disciple of Henry 
George and proudly points to Winston 
Churchill,, David Lioyd-George, and 
other great statesmen of England as the 
latest illustrious recruits to single tax 
ideas. 

“A Man cannot’ make a miliion to- 
day,” said Mr. Fels, “without taking 
advantage of monopoly of land and 
special privelege. And that is how mary 
millions have been made. 
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Fourteen years ago when we started our 
retail business here we chose the name 
“Good Luck” to distinguish it from our 
factory and wholesale department and a 
few years later we chose the name “Big 
Store” to distinguish our. business in East 
St. Louis. |
